The phrase “Ours is a Bible 
church" sums up the third myth. 
How often we have heard the 
salaried and ordained minister ex- 
plain this to his congregation 
meeting in a special building. The 
board of administration uses welk 
organized drives and campaigns to 
sécure funds. The building, itself, 
has representations of the Divinity 
or saints about, and the 
congregation sits to admire them 
on the first day of the week. 

Not that these are undesireable, 
but they do mean that the church 
has modified Bible teachings to 
suit changing conditions, I firmly 
believe that in any age the church 
must reflect that historical period, 
and the church must exist in the 
present world, not in some 
historical past. 

Let us freely admit this, instead 
of hoodwinking people into 
thinking: Christ set up our 
denominational group which has 
-existed unchanged from that time 
to this. 

I would like to see а 
congregation initiating a strike 


against rent gouging, or capital , 


punishment, or some other social 
evil. 
If any church is going to 
proclaim that its theology is really 
Bible centered, then let us see this 
by its actions. Let us have 
parishioners so identified with the 
best parts of the Bible that they 
stand out like lighthouses in this 
dark world. We need ministers that 
are real forces in the Community, 
not small souls engaged in small 
Projects. ! 

Perhaps it is myth number four 
that most turns people off from 
religious organizations. This is the 
minister's calm assumption that he

speaks for God and, therefore, 
Other people must be quiet and 
ligten. In the Catholic church this 
has been traditionally combined 
with the belief that the priest par- 
takes of the infallibility of the 
Pope. Of course, no priest will ad- 
mit to such an ego-building 
philosophy, yet by his actions he 
often says over and over again that 
he does believe just that. а 

Protestant ministers, too, un- 
derstand that only they have the 
keys to the gates of heaven. They 
often confuse going to church with 
entéring heaven. Witness all the 
campaigns about regular church 
attendance. 

Little is said about having a 
religious experience in your own 
home with other people, for the 
minister could not control that. А 
religious leader often prefers to 
settle any church discord by 
viewing it as a Biblical matter in 
which he is the expert. 

In a world where presidential 
advisors spend time in jail, and 
giant companies are forced to recall 
inferior goods, the church’s claim 
of infallibility is pretentious and 
overbearing. Even the Pope, who 
maintains he can't make mistakes 
when he speaks ''ex cathedra", is 
very careful to avoid saying that at 
a particular time he is so ing. 

Myth number five is that the 
church, as an organization, expan- 
ds slowly because of the in- 
numerable malignant and powerful 
forces aligned against it. 

Nonsense! Few persons have 
any real antagonism towards the 


‘church. On the contrary, most 


adults have а vague and correct 
feeling that this would be a better 
world if more people practiced 
what the church preaches. ;
